The Foremost 
British Airman 


Bugle Boy Is Now Britain’s Star 
Among Aviators 


Every honor for valor that a Brit- 
ish officer can gain has been won by 
Capt, James Byford McCudden, the 
star British airman, who has just 
been awarded ‘the Victoria Cross. His 
other distinctions, in the order of 
their award, include the Distinguish- 
ed Service Order, a bar to the D.S. 
O., the Croix de Guerre, Military 
Cross, bar to the Military Cross, and 
the Military Medal. 


McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
army as a bugler cight years ago. 
He went to France,as a private in 
the original expeditionary force. 
Having had some experience in the 
air he was pressed into service as 
an observer at Mons and gave. valu- 
able information of cnemy move- 
ments during the retreat, From a 
sergeant he was promoted to a com- 
missioned rank as an observer and 
quickly won fame for his handling 
of a machine gun in acrial fighting. 
Since he has had more than one 
hundred flights without evcr having 
sustained a wound. 


Fifty-four Germans airplanes have 
been accounted for by Capt. McCud- 
den, Of these forty-two have been 
destroyed, nineteen of them on the 
British side of the lines. On two 
occasions the British star has totally 
destroyed four two-seater enemy air- 
planes on the same day, and on the 
last occasion all four machines were 
destroyed in the space of one hour 
and thirty minutes. With his squad- 
ron he has participated in seventy- 
eight offensive patrols, and on at 
least thirty other occasions he has 
crossed the enemy lines alone, either 
in pursuit of or in quest of enemy 
airplanes, 

“This officer is considered,” says 
the official London Gazette, “by the 
record which he has made, by his 
fearlessness and by the great service 
he has rendered to his country, de- 
serving of the very highest honor.”

Economies 


For Our Future National and Indi- 
vidual Well-being 


The war is teaching us many 
things, and amongst others ‘it is 
teaching us the value of the old- 
time but well-nigh obsolete virtue of 
thrift, that unpopular but exceeding- 
ly useful virtue which most men 
practise only when they have to. But 
unpopular as it has been, stern na- 
tional necessity is now helping to re- 
store it to its rightful place in na- 
tional life, and in the near future we 
shall undoubtedly see its value laud- 
ed more and more highly as the na- 
tions face the tremendous financial 
burdens which the war has piled up- 
on them. 

Upon this continent we have not 
as yet gone far in this direction. 
Neither in Canada nor the United 
States have we really begun to econ- 
omize in any real sense, and prob- 
ably we have not gone as far in this 
direction in Canada as have even our 
United States cousins. But in Eng- 
land there is another story. For two 
years not a single new pleasure auto- 
mobile has been manufactuted. Big 
social functions are not merely bad 
form—they have ceased altogether. 
The traffic in luxuries has been 
greatly curtailed, and in certain cases 
has been entirely wiped out. No one 
can put up a building costing $2,500 
or more. without a_ special permit. 
Everybody is wearing old clothes 
and saving the best wool for the 
boys in the trenches, and saving the 
food by the ration system in order 
that the army may be properly “fed. 
England is practising economy such 
as she never practised before, and the 
strange thing is that apparently bus- 
iness is better than it was in the days 
of more luxurious living, 

London has been surprised at its 
own experience. It was naturally 
expected that the restrictions upon 
trade would depress it and probably 
ruin many tradesmen; but instead of 
that business has actually. prospered. 
Mr. Selridge, Chicago merchant, whoa 
has been doing business in London, 
and who vouches for the above facts, 
@ays that his own business has ac- 
tually paid $500,000 in excess profits 
over the pre-war standard, 

One reason for this condition is 

doubtedly the fact that everybody

¢iderably increased. The scale of 
ving for the rich has been lowered, 
t the scale of living for the poor 
been raised.

Democracy is on its great, 
perhaps its final trial, If we emerge 
from it victoriously the future of our 
free system of government is ensur- 
ed, at least in all countries which 
now possess it, and it will spread 
from them over the rest of the 
world, a@n that case nothing can pre- 
vent in this country the attainment, 
in a lawful and constitutional way— 
and that is the only way of attainin 
them—any changes in our social an 
industrial conditions which the great 
body ofthe nation desires. 

But first of all we have got to win 
through, not to turn aside, as_ the 
Russians have unhappily done, in the 
middle of a great. war, to think of 
other things and so to find, as they 
certainly will find, that they have 
placed themselves under a new servi- 
tude, which will be much more diffi- 
cult to shake off than the old des- 
potism. Had they thought of the 
safety of their country first, that 
fearful disaster would not have be- 
fallen them, As it is, we have the 
ironic spectacle that none of their al- 
lies has done more to strencthen, 
and maybe to save, the German mili- 
tary caste than a body of*men to 
whom not only militarism, but every 
form of government hitherto known 
in the world is anathema. That fail-

It is a clear call to each of them 
to preserve national unity within its 
own borders.

The British 
immediately counter-attacked with 


infantry and tanks and stormed their 


way through the shell-shattered ham- 


let, which they held mainly with ma- 


chine guns until night, when the en- 


femy again surged forward and re- 


captured Doignies. 

The 5ist was forced to fall back 
because of the situation on its flanks. 
It retired slowly, fighting every inch 
of the way. The Germans now in- 
troduced’ a new scheme for advanc- 
ing their troops. They blasted shell- 
craters along the front of the lst, 
and into these holes they dribbled 
their infantry, who found them good 
protection. 

The 5lst reached Hermies, where 
a bitter fight was waged. The enemy 
made a frontal attack in three waves 
on March 22, but the assault broke _ 
against the stone wall of resistance. 
The day the enemy got a hold on 
Morchies it was or to be smashed 
out again by the gallant 51st, but de- 
spite the successes the 5lst was 
forced to fall back rg iy Beuguy 
and then to Bapaume, and finally to 
the line between Puisieux and NMgra- 
umont, on March 26. :

A New Weapon 


he Phantom Ship That Haunts the 
Submarine 


M. A. Rosseau, the naval critic 
the Temps, who has returned to 
tis from visiting the grand flect, 
been permitted by the imprima- 
fr of the British admiralty to give 
tench readers the first description 
Of the famous “Hush, Hush” boats, 
about which, as regards their charac- 
teristics, the authoritics have  suc-

We were passing, writes.M. Rous- 
geau, in front of ships of unusual as- 
pect, specially constriicted craft for 
War purposes—monitors, trawlers 
and the like. Certain of these ves- 
oy caught our attention, especially 

their outline and dimensions. 
ey were very long, with immense 
decks fore and aft. They appeared to 
lie low on the water, Perhaps this 
Jwas an optical effect produced by 
eir length. They have two tripod 
masts, the first of which carries tops 
apparently armored, and in the mid- 
dle of the vessel rises a very squat 
central castle, at the extremities of 
which are the heavy artillery turrets 
—turrets for two guns of the big 
artillery, the calibre of which is the 
game on all vessels of the same type, 
is at the limit of the average and 
small artillery. The stem of. these 
craft is tapered, more like the beam 
of a yacht than that of a battleship; 
it is not perpendicular, but curving 
inwards; to use a sailor's phrase it 
is “cut-water.” The shape of the 
stem has certainly been determined 
in order to realize very high speed 
and, as a matter of fact, these ves- 
sels are very swift, much fleeter than 
the flectest of the pre-war cruisers. 

These craft—we may call them 
battle cruisers—are of two types, or, 
rather, of two dimensions, for their

ful, economical ways of the mothers 
and grandmothers who spent most 
of their time within the four walls 
of their homes, spinning and cooking 
and attending to the general work of 
the household. 


“’m glad I’m not the food con- 
troller,” observed Mrs. Burrell, when 
asked what she thought about the 
question of food conservation, “It’s 
a thankless task at best. No matter 
what a man’s intentions are, they are 
sure to be misconstrued when he has 
to dictate to the people at large, and 
especially when it is in regard to 
what they must cat. It’s always a 
hard matter to say what another per- 
son should do, for each one has his 
own problems. However, I think 
that the people of Canada are begin- 
ning to realize ‘the need of economy.” 

Mrs. Burrell does not believe 
much in hard and fast rules for the 
whole community, such as would be 
necessary were compulsory rationing 
introduced. She believes that  ev- 
eryone should do his utmost in sav- 
ing, according to his circumstances, 

“There are a great~many luxuries 
in use, which we think of almost as 
necessities, that we could easily do 
without—candies and sweets of all 
kinds for instance,” said Mrs. Bur- 
rell, “We need a certain amount of 


sugar, but nothing like the quantities | 


commonly used. Of course, it is 
easy for one person to say: ‘Why 
don’t you do this?’ and ‘Why don’t 
you do that?” But each individual 
has to decide for himself what. he 
shall do. 

“We are a small family and there 
is no waste where we are concerned, 
I make a point of using as _ little 
meat as possible, and we substitute 
fish and eggs wherever we can, 
think it is a most excellent thing that 
the flour has been standardized. It 
will make it much easier for people 
to conserve when they know they 
cannot pick and choose but must use 
a uniform brand. It surprises me 
that more use is not made of rye 
flour, It makes excellent cake. In 
fact, you can scarcely distinguish it 
from the other. 

“It seems to me that the finest 
thing the woman of 1918, who really 
wants to help her’country, can do is 
to go out and assist in the produc- 
tion of food, She can do it if she 
wit and every little helps.” 

Burrell roceeded to tell of 
the work done by members of the 
Women’s Canadian Club in Ottawa 
last year. Personally, she had 
charge of about a dozen girls who 
gardened at. Rockcliffe, and did it so 
suce that they made nearly

them, they would be rendering fine 
national service. The assistance of 
everyone counts, I aim particularly 
in favor of women going on the 
farms and assisting either the farm- 
er or his wife. The women of Eng- 
land are doing almost every kind of 
work on the farm, and they, along 
with the woiiten of France, have 
shown that they are as_ capable in 
this. respect as men. There are many 
women out West who could drive 
hay-racks and tractors, and in al- 
most any part of Canada women 
could look after poultry and. dairy 
produce,” 

Mrs. Burrell, who has lived for 
years in British Columbia, proceeded 
to tell of women out there who are 
taking the place of their soldier hus- 
bands and are running the farms 
themselves. So'many men have gone 
in some districts that either the 
farms have been shut down or the 
women. are in charge. Mrs, Burrell 
spoke of one Englishwoman in par- 
ticular whose husband was killed at 
the front. She had been brought up 
in a luxurious English home, but she 
turned her hand to the plow as 1f 
to the manner born, and she is now 
running the farm successfully © with 
the help of her children and some 
old men, 


But that is not what+Mrs, Burrell 
calls the new-fashioned woman; rath- 
er she is the old-fashioned woman 
making use of the resources around 
her and meeting her necessity with 
the natural sapplies at her command. 

“It seems to me that this genera- 
tion of women loses a lot by living 
so speedily,” she observed. “Not that 
we could be expected to go back to 
all the old methods, but at least we 
might emulate our grandmothers in 
being better housekeepers and home- 
makers.” And then, Mrs, Burrell 
spoke of the days of spinning and 
recalled beautiful sheets spun by her 
great-grandmother, 

“But everything is made in factor- 
ies now,” she commented, “I do 
think, however, that after the war 
there will be more hand production, 
and | certainly think that women 
will go on knitting now that they 


have got into the habit again. 
“In recent years it has even be- 
I|come old-fashioned to do your own 


canning. There are heaps of people 
who never think of preserving for 
themselves. They go on buying tin- 
ned stuff, which isn’t nearly as good 
and is much more expensive, just 
because it means less bother for 
them, 

“If all the women of Canada real- 
ized the danger of famine, they 
would’ not waste—and_ eventually 
they would not want.

Some Sage Advice for Gardeners to 
Follow 


The preparation of the soil before 
planting is very important to success 
in growing nearly all crops. This is 
where many of us fall down. We 
get in a hurry and then plow and 
harrow and think we have everything 
ready for the seeds, There may be 
enough trash in the soil that has 
been turned under to hold the top 
up from the bottom, or subsoil, to 
an extent that will cause rapid dry- 
ing. This will not show up much on 
the surface but it will soon show up 
in the growth of the crop. We may 
have plowed when the soil was too 
wet and have a cloddy mass that will 
be ruined for good crop production 
for a year or two. We may have 
the soil so dry and loose when the 
seeds are planted’that they will start 
to germinate and die before they can 
reach the air. These conditions are 
very common, but they should not 
be so, for the preparation of the sced 
bed is half the battle. 


A dcep, rich, mellow soil is the 
ideal garden spot, and this should be 
plowed when it is in the right condi- 
tion if possible, and never when it is 
wet enough so it will pack into a ball 
that cannot be shattered by a tap 
with the finger. If it is so wet that 
we can make a mud ball of it, or one 
that will not pulverize by a sharp 
tap, it will. be packed by the plow, 
and packed again when harrowing is 
done, and the roots will have to pen- 
etrate soil that has the consistency 
of brickbats, Plants will not attempt 
such a job. On. the other hand the 
soil must not be left so loose that it 
dries rapidly. A heavy roller is the 
best thing to firm the soil with, but 
repeated harrowings will do it pret- 
ty well. I have used a drag made by 
lapping two planks a foot wide so 
one lay a couple of inches over the 
other and held in place by a cleat at 
each end on top. As both planks 
sloped downward and backward, the 
soil was pressed down as well as be- 
ing pulverized, and when the harrow 
was run over this to loosen up the 
surface it made a very satisfactory 
seed bed. The soil for several inches 
down was well firmed, and the loose 
surface helped to keep the moisture 
below. The seeds were planted and 
the moisture in the soil that was 
firmed kept them moist enough to 
come up even if the weather was 
pretty dry. I have had seeds germ- 
inate on soil so prepared when the 
same kind of seeds planted the same 
way on soil just harrowed failed to 
germinate at all. 

Gardens can hardly be made too 
rich, but it is necessary that the 
soil and manure be well mixed and 
the manure so rotten that it shows 
little fibre when turned up by the 
plow. Trashy manure will cause the 
garden to dry out badly as well as 
to cause much trouble with the cul- 
tivators. It is impossible to get soil 
firm enough for best results if the 
manure is only partially rotted and 
will not pulverize. I used the man- 
ure from my -hotbeds every year 
when I gardened, and it was left in 
the beds until winter and then scat- 
tered. It was pretty well rotted by 
fall, and then it rotted more whether 
plowed under that fall or left until 
spring to be plowed under. I never 
found it bothersome either from dry- 
ing out or from the trash, for the 
preparation of the ground seldom 
left any trace of the manure in evi- 
dence. 


Where gardens are made very rich 
from frequent manuring it will pay 
to use lime fairly freely, for the 
manure tends to make the soil acid. 
I have had people complain that they 
made their gardens too rich, but 
have an idea they were rather too 
sour, for I used manure heavily on 
mine and never saw ar bad effects, 
and such crops as we had from the 
garden when the season was 
fairly good. — C, H. in 
Farming.

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Preparing the Soil | Developing the 


Wool Industry 


Outcome of a Movement for More 
and Better Wool 
A moveinent which will prebably 


have a most important bearing on 
the future of the sheep industry in 
Canada has just been set in motion, 
It is the formation of the Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers Limited. 
This @sociation is the outcome of a 
movement for more and better wool 
which has been very successful dur- 
ing recent years. Particularly in 
Western Canada have the results 
been very gratifying. Although the 
country is admirably suited for sheep 
faising, the prices farmers obtained 
for their wool did not offer a great 
inducement for the industry to be 
taken up generally. It was not be- 
cause the quality of the wool was 
inferior to that grown in other coun- 
tries. The inherent quality was most 
Satisfactory. It was simply a ques- 
tion of marketing and_ preparation 
for market. Up to a few years ago 
all the wool produeed in Western 
Canada was sold on the basis of a 
flat rate, which gave those engaged 
in sheep raising no incentive to ef- 
forts to improve the quality of the 
wool, and offered no encouragement 
to others to raise sheep. All this has 
now been changed, and sheep raising 
in Western Canada at the present 
time is one of the most profitable 
branches of farming that can be fol- 
lowed. 

The result is not wholly due to the 
rise in prices brought about by the 
world shortage of wool It is due 
mainly to the system of grading that 
has been established and the forma- 
tion of Wool Growers’ Associations 
throughout the country. As a con- 
sequence, prices have risen steadily 
year by year, until last year an aver- 
age price of nearly sixty cents a 
pound was obtained by the farmers 
of Western Canada for their wool. 
A great stimulus has thus been giv- 
en to sheep raising, and the number 
of farms on which sheep are kept 
has greatly increased in the last year 
or two. Indeed so great was the de- 
mand for sheep last fall on the part 
of farmers in the Prairie Provinces 
of Canada that it could only be part- 


ly supplicd, notwithstanding the 
enormous efforts made to obtain 
sheep to meet the demand, : 
The new association has been 


formed by the sheepmen of Canada, 
and it has the backing of the Do- 
minion government. Primarily it is 
a selling agency, but it also has in 
view the development’ of the sheep 
industry generally. It will operate a 
large storage warehouse at Toronto, 
Ontario, whence the wool.-~wilt- 

sent for sale, and assembling stations 
will be established throughout the 
different provinces. The grower will 
benefit by the higher prices obtain- 
able on account of the wool being 
sold in larger lots. In short, the ob- 
ject of the association is to facilitate 
the marketing of wool to the best 
advantage of the grower. 


British Columbia’s Trade 


The Year Was a Banner One in the 
Lumbering Industry 


The estimated business of British 
Columbia during 1917, according to 
figures compiled by the British Co- 
lumbia Manufacturers’ Association is 
valued at more than $217,000,000. 
These figures are based not only on 
the estimates of ship building and 
general merchandising, but also on 
mining, lumbering, farming, etc. The 
industry practically 
sprung up during 1917, five yards 
making wooden ships having. been 
added, making a total of seven, in 
addition to seven yards capable of 
building steel vessels, About 7,500 
men are employed in ship building, 

Throughout the whole province 
some seventy-five plants were  en- 
gaged in the metal trades, occupying 
about 3,000 men, Fifty-eight new 
general industrial plants were open- 
ed during the year, : 

The year was a banner one in the 
lumbering industry, the log — scale 
record being computed from avail- 
able figures at 1,630,000 feet, and this 
notwithstanding the adverse labor 
conditions. A feature of this indus- 
try is the demand for aeroplane 
spruce, and it was understood that 
representatives of the government 
are authorized to contract for 30,- 
000,000 feet a month, Through lack 
of tonnage the export trade fell off. 

While the pulp and paper industry 
may be said to be in its infancy, tre- 
mendous strides have been made in 
the last two years, and there are now 
six plants in operation, representing 
a capital investment of some $22,- 
000,000, ; 

Last year was a good one for agri 
culture and the fishing industry.

Registration Regulations 
The regulations and instructions for the 


registration of persans over the age of 16 


years which takes place on the 22nd of 
this month have been issued, and we 
give the following: 


Every person who resides in Canada, 


male or female, British subject or alien, 
who has attained his or her sixteenth 


birthday must register at the time and 
place appointed, and every person who 


shall attain such age after the day of 


registration, within thirty days of their 
birthday, must also register. Persons 
upon active service in any of his Majesty’s 
military or naval forces so long as they 
remain upon active service are not re- 


quired to register. 


The registration offices in each district 
will open at 70’clock in the morning and 
remain open until LO o'clock at night, 
and every person must register at the 
places appointed during these hours. 

The penalties for not observing the 
registration act are a penalty of $100 and 
imprisonment up to one month, and a 
further penalty of $10 per day for each 
day after the day when such persons 
should have registered. J 

Every person who fails to registrar will

If the German coast line is pushed 
northward to the Gulf of Riga or be- 
yond, the international status in the 
Baltic is bound to be greatly affect- 
ed, but whether Germany would 
close “the Northern Dardanelles” is 
doubtful enough. She would have to 
make an agreement for this purpose 
with the three Scandinavian coun- 
tries or forcibly annex territories at 
the Baltic entrance. Even so, an 
outlet pa still be left by way of 
Archangel and Alexandrovsk. Also, 
a certain amount of traffic in non- 
bulky goods which could afford a 
high freight rate might be continued 
by way of Sweden and Norway by 
rail round the north of the Gulf of 
Bothnia. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that if Germany could succeed 
ih making the Baltic a mere clau- 
sum, a shrewd blow might be dealt 
at the most ancient of our English 
trades. The allies, however, have a 
very strong economic position as 
pe ere Germany, and should be able 
effectually to counter check and such 
designs as these. Certainly Swe- 
den may be expected to say a word, 
perhaps a strong word, about this 
conversion of the Baltic into a Ger- 
man lake.—Westminister Gazette.
